Something that recently occurred to me is that the bible begins with Adam losing his ability to speak face to face 
with God in the garden and ends with us seeing Him once again. It is our mortal bodies that cannot withstand 
being in the presence of His glory. Sin cannot be in the presence of God, not the other way around. Moses was 
no exception, for if he had caught even a mere glimpse of His face he would have died instantly. As it turns out 
Adam and Eve were wise to hide themselves when they heard His voice in the garden after the fall (Genesis 3:8 
KJV ED).

Our knee jerk reaction is to hide ourselves from God, however Jesus died on the cross so that we may have 
fellowship with our Heavenly Father. Many of those who hear the call of God feel they have to clean up their 
lives before coming to Christ. 

When these wolves teach that God cannot be in the presence of sin it reinforces our tendency to run and hide 
from God rather than dealing with them by repenting. How many poor souls will miss out on eternal life because 
they felt they had to 'clean up their lives' before approaching the throne of grace? How tragic! But there is no 
condemnation for those of us who are in Christ because we heed the conviction of the Holy Spirit and confess 
our sins often
